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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Through inventory of April 1960, we found that there were 770 
persons liable to a Poll Tax, 249 were exempted and 77 were 
over 70 years old, for a total of 1096 over 21 years old. Ex- 
empted were 238 veterans, 9 veteran widows and 2 blind. 


Whitten Street was torn up, regraded, graveled by Plourde 
Sand and Gravel. The road mix was applied by a state crew. 


On Ray's Court, Campbell Street, Notre Dame Extension, the 
streets were road mixed by state crew. 


Sewers were extended on Reserve ‘Street and Al's Avenue. 
Also part of Ridge road. The town furnishing the pipes and Vic- 
tor Girard doing the trenching and backfilling at his expense. 


As to Main Street Bridge, an article will appear in the Town 
Warrant for an appropriation to do this work in 1961. 


Mr. Armand Dugas was appointed Trustee of Trust Funds. 
Mr. Henry Baron has been appointed Health Officer. 


The booklet of real estate assessments of the town as reques- 
ted by a vote at town meeting in March 1960, will be available to 
all citizens of Allenstown at Town Meeting this March 1961. 


It is with regret to see Mr. Henry Lavoie decline to run for 
the office of Fire Chief, having fulfilled this duty for the past 18 
years ina most satisfying manner. We as representatives of the 
people of Allenstown would like to thank him for his services in 
the past and his record while in office will show him to be one of 
the most faithful officials the town ever had.

8. To see if the Town will vote to pass the following ordin- 
ance. 


BUILDING PERMITS 


1. PROHIBITION: No person, or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion shall construct any new building of any type, oradd to or alter 
the exterior of any existing building without obtaining a building 
permit, as provided herein, before starting such construction, 
additionor alteration. No building permit will be required in cases 
where such construction or alteration shall costless than $100.00, 
including the cost of labor, or estimated value of labor, if the work 
is performed by the owner or occupant, and the cost of materials. 


2. APPLICATION: Any person or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion required to obtain a permit under section 1 shall make appli- 
cation to the Board of Selectmen for a building permit on such 
forms as the Selectmen shall approve, showing the name of the

- with the approximate date construction will start. 


3. PERMITS: The Board of Selectmen shall issue a permit for 
the construction described in the application and the permit so is- 
sued shall cover the construction described therein and shall be 
void at the expiration of six months from the date of issue unless 
construction is begun within that time. 


4. PENALTY: Every person or persons, firm or corporation 
violating any provision of this ordinance, shall be fined not more 
than ten dollars for each day such violation shall exist. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to pass the following ordin- 
ance. 


ALL NIGHT PARKING 


1. PROHIBITION: All night parking is prohibited on all public 
roads or highways, in the Town of Allenstown during the period 
from November 1, to May 1 of each year. 


2. PENALTY: Any vehicle parked in violation of section 1 
shall be towed away and stored in a public garage; and shall be re- 
leased only after the owner or operator has paid the charges for 
such towing and storage. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to pass the following ordin- 
ance. 


PARKING 


1. PROHIBITION: Parking is prohibited at any time onthe 
northerly side of Ferry Street, from the intersection of Main 
Street to the westerly side of the Fire Station Lot. 


2. PENALTY: Every person or persons, firm or corporation 
violating the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined not more 
than two dollars upon conviction of each violation.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made from 
statements obtained from depository banks. Verification of un- 
collectedtaxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector's records. The amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return of 


verification notices. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Surplus: 


The current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabili- 
ties) decreased by $1,326.79, from $13,715.62 to $12, 388.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 1, 1960 


To the School Board of Allenstown: 


In submitting my fourteenth report as the superintendent of 
schools in Allenstown, may I express my thanks and appreciation 
for the kindnesses received from those board and staff members 
as well as the-citizens with whom I have had the pleasure of be- 
ing associated since the fall of 1947. 


Since that time the school population has increased to such an 
extent that we are now faced with a situation whereby, unless 
something is done immediately, we will not be able to get our 
children into the classrooms and will be forced to utilize the play 
area in the basement as the only space left in the school or op- 
erate under a two-platoon system. Such a system would divide 
the school day into two sections with one section going until noon 
and the second until four or five inthe afternoon. Of course, 
this is not only costly because we would have to hire two sets of 
teachers, but also because the school year would have to be ex- 
tended in order for each section to get the equivalent of 180 full 
school days. 


As in past years, there are two items in the budget which total 
more than 75% of the entire amount. Teachers’ Salaries and Tu- 
ituion. This leaves but 25% of the money to be raised for such 
items as fuel, equipment, retirement, books and supplies, debt 
and interest, school lunch, and other miscellaneous items. 


The district has no control over tuition since the schools to 
which you send your children establishthe rate. Since many chil- 
dren from Allenstown go to Pembroke Academy, it is important 
to know that the tuition rate for 1961-62 will be $420 per pupil. 
According to the best estimates we can find, Allenstown will be 
sending 55 students to Pembroke Academy next year at $420 per 
child or a total of $23, 100.00. From experience we have learned 
that a few drop out each year. Therefore, the board has estima- 
ted that $22,000 should be sufficient for this item. 


We have very little control over the salaries of teachers and 
many of your neighboring towns are in the same situation. This 
means then that we are trading in a very competitive market. 
There will be very few school districts in this state, outside of 
Manchester, which will hire new or beginning teachers for less 
than $3,800 or $3,900, while the experienced teacher will cost 
from $4, 000 to $4, 800. 


Of the remaining items in the budget, retirement and books 
and supplies are probably the most important. Retirement is 
based upon salaries and supplies on the number of children in 
the school. With the rise in salaries and the constant increase 
in thecost of supplies, you canreadily understand why more funds 
are necessary for these items. 


A long study has been made concerning the need for better ed- 
ucation for the children in Grades 7-8-9. A committee from Al- 
lenstown, Hooksett and Pembroke has been working on this prob- 
lem for nearly a year and the citizens of the school district will 
be asked to listen to a report of the results. There is no ques- 
tion of the need for increased classroom space for the children 
and there is no question that the Junior High School would give to 
these children an improved and more comprehensive education. 
The voters are strongly urged to weigh the merits of the cooper- 
ative plan very carefully before making a final decision. 


However, there may be a possibility that such a plan will not 
be in accord with the majority of the people of the town. The 
really serious objection to it could be in the cost, but it just so 
happens that should Allenstown vote to join the cooperative plan, 
the cost would be $10.00 less on the total tax bill than the cost 
would be if the financing was done alone on their own building. 


Nevertheless, the district does have a site for a new building 
and the voters will have a chance, which is their right, to decide 
what seems to be best for Allenstown. Please remember, how- 
ever, that you are building for the future and your children, the 
boys and girls of the town. Give this entire problem your best 
thought and attention. 
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In the years of my association with the members of the Allens- 
town School Board, and there has been no change since I came to 
the position, I consider it my good fortune to be able to say that 
all have been vitally interested in the education of the children 
of the town. Not only has it been a pleasure to serve you and your 


children, but also a privilege to have been able to remain for the 
past 14 years.
